Once Again Denies Murder 
In Message to Mother 
In Kansas City

sent a telegram to his mother, Mrs.

The telegram, carried from the 
jail here to the telegraph office by 
a deputy sheriff, said: 
“Dear Mother:

I kidnaped the girl but another 
killed her. This Is the truth and I 
ara ready to face w hat comes. 
Don’t worry, please, for I’ll stand 
ths trial alone. ‘Cap’ could recom­ 
mend my past to authorities if he 
will. 
(Signed) “Edward." 
The message was sent by Hick­ 
man after he had received a tele­ 
gram from his mother.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 23—Out of 
the mixture of extreme backward­ 
ness and 
forwardness 
which 
Is 
said to typify Mexico today, 
is 
struck many an ultramodern note. 
Tho modernist bug has bitten 
Mexican 
schools. 
Principles 
of 
teaching, so new that few schools 
In tho United States are experi­ 
menting with them, are being used 
in the public schools of the Fed­ 
eral district and other sections of 
Mexico as well. 
, 
Drawing, for 
example, is no 
longer taught as a separate subject 
following certain rules of art, for 
the pupils only draw when the ne­ 
cessity arises in the illustration of 
other subjects of study. And then 
they are allowed to draw just as 
they please and without instruc­ 
tion. 
This sets free the childish Imag­ 
ination and instinct, according to 
Juan F. Olaguibel, artist in charge 
of the 
section 
of drawing and 
manual work under the ministry of 
public education of Mexico, and as 
a result the work of the Mexican 
school children is now remarkable 
for Its great beauty. In this way 
also any existing remnants of na­ 
tive Mexican art are preserved in­ 
stead of being destroyed by the art 
of European civilization. 
Drawing has become extremely 
practical in Mexican schools. The 
children design and decorate their 
own toys and useful articles for 
their homes, and this is especially 
needed in the 
rural schools, to 
which this system is being ex­ 
tended. 
A 
children's 
magazine 
called “Pulgarcito," meaning “Lit­ 
tle Thumb,” Ie written and illus­ 
trated by the children of the pri­ 
mary schools of the federal dis­ 
trict of Mexico and other states. 
Business houses allow the chil­ 
dren to illustrate their advertise­ 
ments and so the entire magazine 
is their own product. 
This practicality of drawing in 
the schools does not mean that the 
purely artistic nature of the sub­ 
ject is being neglected, Senor Ola­ 
guibel said. Although the nim is to 
remove the pupil from the influ­ 
ence of outsiders, he is neverthe­ 
less carefully watched and any real 
talent that is noted Is encouraged. 
Not only Ie drawing now making 
great progress In the schools and 
developing the Individualities of the 
pupils, but the subjects that are 
illustrated are also helped by this 
system. Facts of geography, his­ 
tory or natural science stick much 
better when they are Illustrated in 
classes, and they are better under­ 
stood and more clearly fixed In the 
minds of the pupils, Senor Olag­ 
uibel has found.

Rahbek-Johnsen 
effect, 
which was found in 1917 by the 
two Danish engineers, Rahbek and 
Johnsen. 
Toward the end of my Investi­ 
gations I discovered that a kind 
of X-rays is emitted from

Into 
confusion 
when they receive their first bills 
in January under th# new policy 
of handling the water accounts to 
become effective on that date. 
E. B. Collier, city manager, to­ 
day 
pointed 
out that beginning 
with February I, bills would be 
mailed out the day following the 
reading of meters, this bringing tbs 
account up to date Instead of being 
from one month to six weeks late. 
Under the present plans all bills 
have been malled out on or before 
the fifth of each month, although 
the meter readings may have been 
as far back as six weeks before. 
The hills sent out in January will 
be on this basis, but In February 
the statement will carry from the 
date of reading for th* January 
bill up to th* date In February on 
which a meter Is read. 
This will 
make the February 
bill 
a 
little 
larger because of th* fact there 
will be a balance due on th* old 
account. 
Commenting on the past policy of 
handling the accounts, Collier em­ 
phasized the point of the possibil­ 
ity of larger bills in February by 
pointing that under the old plan 
a meter might be read on the 16th 
day of November, but that th* bill 
would not be rendered until the 
January statements war* malled 
out on the fifth of the month. Th* 
consumer then 
had 
l l days in 
which to pay the account without 
penalty and 20 days in which to 
pay before th* service would be 
discontinued. 
“Under the new plan an bills 
will de due when received and de­ 
linquent 15 days after the dating,” 
Collier said. 
“I feel that the aver­ 
age water consumer will be better 
satisfied to have his bill up to 
date, rather than from 30 to 35 
days late. 
We have more than 
8000 consumers and a vast amount 
of work is involved in making 
the readings and getting out the 
bills at 
one 
tim e 
each 
month. 
Mailing of bills on the day fol­ 
lowing the readings will facilitate 
the handling of the details of the 
office, and should not cause patrons 
inconvenience."

The Utah potato ailm ent resem ­ 
bles the disease called 
“w itches1 
broom" and comes out In the form 
of a poorly grown stalk in the 
shape of a w itch’s broom. 
Tiny 
tubers of a greenish hue appear 
above the ground and m any of 
the plants affected early In the 
season are entirely devoid of po­ 
tatoes.

kind of insect has som ething to 
do w ith the progress of this di­ 
sease. although governm ent scien­ 
tists still are a t a loss to explain 
it.

LONDON, Dec, 29—Further Im­ 
portant objacts frat known 
else­ 
w here have been unearthed at B el- 
san by the members of tho party 
sent out by the Museum of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 
Tho finds in tho level of the 
period of Pharoad Amenophis III 
include four cylin d ered cult-ob- 
Jects of pottery having respecive- 
ly the heads of an elephant, a bull, 
a dwarf god and the Goddess Ash­ 
toreth. Not far from the elephant­ 
headed object was found a Hittite 
seal, with tha figures of an ele­ 
phant, 
and 
also 
certain 
Hittite 
hieroglyphs, Including the sign s for 
•god*’ and “fortress.” 
The bull-headed object is ev i­ 
dently the emblem o f som e Baal, 
while 
the dwarf god, 
represents 
either Bes or Ptah-Seker. The lat­ 
ter cult-object brings to m ind the 
figures of tho dwarf gods that, ac­ 
cording to Herodotus, iii: 37, 
the 
Phoenicians placed on the prows of 
their boats. Ths head of the God- 
deso Ashtoreth is in high relief on 
tho exterior of the fourth cylinder, 
and ta adorned with five plumes. 
Near the cult-objpets was found 
a pottery model of a oorpont, repre­ 
sented as having tha breasts of a 
woman, below which ta a bowl for 
tho milk. A most Important object 
from 'the sam e level ta a cylinder 
■aal Inscribed with throe lines of 
Babylonian cuneiform, w hich read: 
“Manum, tho diviner, tho servant 
of tho god Enkl,** that is, Ea. 
Tho figures of Manum and Ea 
appear on tho seal, which Is well 
cut. 
The seal dates to about the 
nineteenth-eighteenth centuries. B. 
C., but whethsr or not Manum w as 
ever a diviner In one of tho earlier 
temples, which doubtless exists on 
the **1011,” it Is impossible to say.

To be sure the pardoning power of Ut* governor 
stood between the court and th* execution of its 
sentence, but her* the report is also suggestive. 
Holding diet the governor is not always abl* to 
carry out a painstaking investigation, the report goes 
on to say that it would broaden the functions of 
the Supreme Judicial Court after the manner of that 
authority given to the Court of Appeals in New 
York. Then it adds: “If that court has the duty 
of examining the evidence and the facts, and com­ 
plete power for a new trial, whether or not such 
decisions now rest within the discretion of the judge, 
it will be seldom indeed that there can be any oc­ 
casion for a subsequent exhaustive review of the 
case by the governor.** 
Had the recommendation of this judicial council 
become law before the Saceo-Vanzetti case was 
tried, much of the agitation and the disturbance 
which took place in this country and in Europe 
would have been prevented. 
There was the deep­ 
seated feeling in the minds and hearts of some of 
the choicest spirits here in America and in Europe 
that even justice had not been meted out to these 
men. 
It was that feeling which gave this case an 
international importance, and the state of Massa­ 
chusetts a reproach which it will take generations to 
outlive.

N the course of last night’s prodigious job, buxom old 
Santa Claus squeezed himself down millions of Ameri­ 
can chimneys to find millions of Christmas trees awaiting 
his coming with open arms, as numerous as green. 
He 
found the spruce and the fir, the hemlock and the cedar 
and. here and there, the pine. 
All of these are familiar friends of his, but he wondered, 
perhaps, how many of us really know anything about the ever­ 
greens that play so important a part in the celebration of our 
principal and best-loved holiday. 
It is safe to say that millions of Americans do not know the 
difference between a spruce and a fir, a cedar and a hemlock, 
yet these forest folk that annually brighten numberless homes 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific and from Canada to the Gulf 
have really interesting life stories and can be distinguished one 
from the other with no knowledge of the seemingly dry and 
Abstruse facts of botany. 
Any one can tell the evergreens apart, by looking for a 
few simple recognition-marks. 
It is as easy, once you get the 
hang of it, as knowing a bulldog from a collie, or a chrysanthe­ 
mum from a carnation. 
And knowing them apart will have a 
practical value when you come to choose your tree, and add to 
your enjoyment after you have it 
T 


H E trees most commonly used for Christ­ 
mas-tree purposes in the northern United 
States are various species of spruce, but 
> ^5 
especially the white spruce and the black spruce 
. IIM 
o f Canada. 
The great Canadian conifer for- 
ests, that spread clear across the continent in our 
i n f i l l 
dominion neighbor, are dominated by these trees, 
and their southern range extends far into the 
United States in many places, especially in 
high country such as the northern Appala- 
chians and the Black Hills of the Dakotas, 
They are very important as timber trees, and 
even more important as sources of print paper 
pulp. 
Millions of cords of spruce wood are fed 
into the paper mills every year ; the little tree 
^ 
beside your fireplace may easily be the off- 
spring of the newspaper you are reading. 
^ 
Spruces are distinguished by their slim, trim, 
jaunty appearance; they are really “ spruce.” jh e Douglas fir 
Their bark is a light brown, and the branches 
orpj 
usually point upward at a slight angle above 
the horizontal. 
The twigs bristle with short, 
dark-green needles, sticking out on all sides somewhat like a 
cylindrical brush. 
If you take hold of a branch, you will get 
a decided handful of prickles, for the needles are as pointed as 
their name implies, and their square shape makes them decidedly 
stiff and able to hold up under pressure. 
If you look at them more closely you will see that each needle 
stands out alone, and that it is fastened into the top of a sort of 
tiny pedestal on the twig; so that a twig from which the leaves 
have all fallen presents a rather rough, pebbled aspect. The two 
under skies of each needle are marked with a strip silvery white 
in color.

Radio reception in certain parisian Investigation, that tbs trouble 
of Santa Ana drops to nil a t cer­ 
tain hours of the day, according 
to D. R. Johnson,

street, and tho cause for it, in his 
opinion, la a bod electric tran s­ 
former In the neighborhood. 
This same complaint has been 
registered from various sections of 
Santa Ana, including points along 
W est Fourth street and along Ma­ 
ple stree t 
To date thoro have been found 
105 different things connected with 
electricity, many of which pertain 
to power lines, that interfere with 
radio reception, according to W. 
L. Dcimling, Santa Ana manager 
of tho Southern California Edison 
company. 
Two men are kept at work con­ 
stantly 
finding 
and 
repairing 
transform ers and other things that 
interfere, but it is impossible to 
fix them all at ones, Detailing 
said. 
Not to be a radio dealer or "fix- 
it” man, Detailing is probably the 
busiest “radio” man in Santa Ana. 
Every day he is called on to help 
some set receive stations th at the 
owner expects it to receive, and 
ho la doing everything possible, he 
said. 
Deimling called attention to the 
fact that in a number of Instances 
When ho was called on and made 


was found with the sot or some­ 
thing else that had no bearing on 
tho Edison company’s electric lines 
at all. 
In

Only three essential sim ilarities 
m ay be discerned between the new 
Ford 
autom obile and 
the 
old 
Model T. 
Both have four-cylinder, 
tappet valve engines. They are op­ 
erated by gravity gasoline 
feed: 
transverse springs remain 
O utside of these factors, the new 
model A Is as far different from 
its predecessor as Is the R olls- 
Royce itself. 
Any of the models at first glance 
takes the 
observer 
im m ediately 
aw ay from the thought of the old 
Model T. 
It’s a bigger, snappier 
and more luxurious job 
It is built 
lower and longer. 
AH of its lines 
give it th at appearance of speed 
and luxury th at the higher class 
cars afford. 
F eatures of Engine 
N ot until we lift the hood, how ­ 
ever, do we face the surprise Ford 
has had so long in store for us. 
H ere is an engine only slightly 
larger than the Model T, yet It de­ 
v e in s tw ice as much power a t a 
com paratively low speed. 
This In­ 
crease of power is achieved by a 
com bination of lighter moving or 
reciprocating parts, increased b e ar­ 
ing 
sizes, a heavier and doubly 
balanced 
crankshaft, a

more uniform flew of air and fuel 
to the com bustion th an k ers, a b e t­

of a pump and filter, the cran k ­ 
shaft has been forged heavier and 
both

radical In its d eparture from its 
ancestor. 
H ydraulic 
shock 
a b ­ 
sorbers help the cushioning effect 
of the transverse springs, and the 
large balloon tires contribute fu r­ 
ther to com fortable riding. 
The 
steering Is m uch easier because of 
the worm and sector type of gear, 
The torque tube drive and th ree- 
quarter floating

of the car, for the axle shafts 
carry none of the c ar’s weight.

This place Is the judicial cham ­ 
bers In the law courts.

Is done by former soldiers and 
during* the general clean-up prep­ 
aratory to reopening of the courts 
this week one of them told an In­ 
quirer “no woman Is ever allowed 
to clean out a judge's room, or his 
library or his court. 
Not likely.”
